REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. Prosecution on the merits of this application is reopened on claims 1-28 
and 30-34 considered allowable for the reasons indicated below. Applicants 
arguments in the Appeal Brief filed on 1/30/2004 with respect to Chiang are persuasive. 
Upon further consideration the Examiner agrees that the Chiang reference fails to 
explicitly teach of the claimed electrical, coupling. Without further information on how the 
device of Chiang, figure 1 , is being driven and/or electrically coupled the Examiner will 
not assume the claimed electrical coupling as similarly illustrated in the applicants figure 
4A. While Chiang teaches of the correct arrangement of display electrode, display, 
nonlinear element, and display electrode, the claimed electrical coupling will not be 
assumed. This feature within said arrangement in combination with the remaining 
claims language is not taught or suggested by the prior art of record. Claims 1-28 and 
30-34 are therefore allowed over the prior art of record.
